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About a Kind Man 


LAST MONTH this space was de- 
voted to “A Salute to Three Old- 
timers.” Two of them had been 
honored as the surviving founders 
of Delta Sigma Delta fraternity— 
Doctor Charles B. Weinrich of 
Hammond, Louisiana, and Doctor 
William Clelland of North Holly- 
wood, California. 

Doctor Weinrich was to be sent 
a special advance copy of Septem- 
ber ORAL HYGIENE; it was to wing 
its way to Louisiana by air mail. 
But OrAL HYGIENE’s 93-year-old 
friend did not live to see the Cor- 
NER about him. As the magazine 
was being printed, he passed away 
on August 9 in New Orleans, fol- 
lowing an operation. 

For a very long time, “Junior,” 
as he called himself, had been one 
of ORAL HyGIeENne’s favorite people. 
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We corresponded for years; and 
although we never met, that didn’t 
seem to make any difference. We 
understood each other. But it 
wasnt until early in 195] that 
Junior happened to mention his 
age in a letter about something or 
other; he was 90 years old then. 
But he was in active practice (and 
continued to practice until his 


’ death). 


The June 1951 CORNER told 
about his career. As was common 
in the early days, he did operative 
work for five years before he en- 
rolled at the dental school at the 
University of Michigan. He worked 
in the office of Doctor J. Ward Ellis 
who became his preceptor. Gradu- 
ated in 1884, Junior practiced for 
a while in Doctor Ellis’s office.

Then for a short spell he quit den- 
tistry and worked for S. S. White 
in Chicago. But it wasn’t long be- 
fore he was back in practice again. 

Then he got the notion of going 
to Honduras in Central America 
and entering practice there.

Junior in the dental office in Hon- 
duras back in 1913. Junior was 
kind to the 10-year-old, told him a 
lot about dentistry. In time, the 
youngster forgot all about the ex-

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perience, as youngsters will. 

Years later, Harry himself de- 
cided to become a dentist. The no- 
tion came to him all of a sudden 
one day. He never knew why until 
he saw Junior’s portrait here in 
OrAL HycieENeE. Then he remem- 
bered what had happened 38 years 
before. “Now I know it was then 
that Junior gave me the ‘key’ to 
what was to be my own life work. 
I never did know it until now,” 
Harry wrote. 

“T want Junior to know that I 
am not going to let the lesson of 
this experience fade away but will 
pass the thought on to other lads 
of 10 in the hope that when they 
reach the age of decision, they may 
desire the same fullness of life that 
Junior and I have enjoyed—that 
the decision will come to them as 
it came to me.” 

“God bless Junior,” Harry 
wrote, and we used that for the 
title for his CORNER. 

Junior’s picture reunited him 
with another old friend, Charles 
Ferguson, who is in the dental 
business in San Antonio, Texas. 
He had worked with Junior Wein- 
rich at White’s in Chicago in 1896. 
Junior had been kind to him, too. 
Charlie lost no time in staging a 
reunion. He at once took a plane 
for Louisiana. “Junior had been 
good to me when I was a kid and 
I just felt it my duty to go to see 
him.”

BY WELDON D. WOODSON 


California dentist and son build Gopher Gulch as replica of Old 


West settlement. 


FOR RECREATION, some dentists 
play golf; others collect stamps, 
build model trains, or go fishing. 
Doctor H. Cullen Hyder of Arca- 
dia, California, does none of these. 
With his teen-age son, Darrell, he 
spends his spare time away from 
his dental office adding new units 
to their replica of a ghost town. 
Located in the 500-foot back yard 
of their home, they christened it 
Gopher Gulch. 

Strung out along Gopher Gulch’s 
“Main Street” are a blacksmith 
shop, jail, combination hotel-gen- 
eral store, post office, bank, saloon 
and gambling hall, and office of 
the Gopher Gulch Gazette—issued 
twice a year and “Not Copyrighted 
(It’s not that good!),” the mast- 
head good-naturedly states. Large 
enough to stand in, all structures 
other than the already built post 
office are original. Even though 
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none are patterned from photo- 
graphs, drawings or blueprints, 
they faithfully depict before-the- 
turn-of-the-century buildings va- 
cated by miners who migrated to 
new strikes when ore petered out. 

For the origin of Gopher Gulch, 
one must go back to Doctor 
Hyder’s boyhood days. Cullen 
Hyder grew up in Texas. Later, his 
father moved to eastern New Mex- 
ico and homesteaded. There as a 
young man, he “busted mustangs” 
and acquainted himself with gold 
mining prospectors. He _ avidly 
read all the Zane Gray novels he 
could get his hands on and became 
fascinated with the “Old West” 
and its lore. [Editor’s note—Zane 
Gray, too, was a dentist. | 

After teaching elementary school 
in New Mexico, he migrated to 
California. There he took up bar- 
bering and beauty work. One day 
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started it all. Note the blacksmith shop, which was the next building 


constructed, 


as he cut hair, it dawned upon him 
that ten, twenty, thirty years from 
then he would be doing the same 
thing. Ambitious as he was, this 
loomed disheartening. Right along, 
he had a yearning to become some 
kind of professional man. That 
would mean going to a university, 
but he was married and needed 
every cent to support his wife. 
When he confided to Mrs. Hyder 
his discouragement, she insisted 
that he go ahead and attend school 
and she would be the breadwinner. 
She reminded him that, upon their 
getting married, their sole assets 
consisted of her set of aluminum 
ware and his bank account of 


$125. Despite this, they had got 
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along and managed to prosper. She 
took a job as a telephone operator 
while her husband went to the Uni- 
versity of Southern California, and 
in due time won B.S. and D.D.S. 
degrees. 

Doctor Hyder’s dental office is 
in Montebello, a community near 
his home in Arcadia. A number of 
years ago, it occurred to him that 
he should take up an avocation, 
remembering the adage about “all 
work and no play.” But what could 
he have as his pastime? 


First Building 

That was answered in 1949 
when Darrell Hyder, then 12, and 
a playmate gathered some used 
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lumber in the back yard and built 


just the walls of the original saloon. | 


It has recently been replaced by 
the much larger “Last Chance 
Saloon & Gambling Hall.” Darrell 
and his young friend fixed up a 
bar, using a single board. Then 
they collected an assortment of 
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bottles up and down the street and 
began serving “any brand” the 
patron wanted—principally lemon- 
ade, orange juice and cola. Chil- 
dren in the community constituted 
eager customers. 

As Doctor Hyder watched son 
Darrell in his building, he experi-

enced nostalgia for his cowboy and 
mining days in New Mexico. He 
volunteered to assist his son in 
putting a tar-paper roof on the 
saloon. He attached a sewer pipe 
to a battered “coil-gas heater” sal- 
vaged from a grandmother’s rub- 
bish and from which the boys had 
removed the copper coils. This 
comprises the heating stove and 
works well. A small “gambling” 
room was added. 

Later, father and son built the 


blacksmith shop, using some seven 
hundred adobe bricks made out of 
earth from a hole dug along the 
side of the site. They roofed the 
building with corrugated iron. 
Subsequently, they boxed up the 
excavation and covered it also 
with corrugated iron. Labeled the 
“jail,” they furnished it with a 
prisoner’s bench and a set of heavy 
arm chains. Behind the town jail 
is “Boot Hill,” a macabre little plot 
of ground occupied by one Black 
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Jack, whose boot tips protrude 
ominously from the grave. Replen- 
ished occasionally, a can of wilted 
flowers adorns the crude head- 
stone. The smithy’s shop—authen- 
tic down to the anvil, forge that 
really works, and century-old har- 
nessmaker’s vise—is a sort of re- 
pair shop for both the boy and his 
father. 

The father-son team next con- 
structed the general store and ho- 
tel, using telephone pole slabs to 
give a log-cabin effect. An impos- 
ing two-story building, it took 
three months of spare time in the 
making. The general store “deals” 
in everything from ladies’ high top 
shoes and almanacs to gents’ cellu- 
loid collars and curry combs, all 
displayed in ancient glass cases 
and on wall shelves. An outside 
staircase leads to the “Silver Dol- 
lar Hotel,” divided into two sec- 
tions—a lobby equipped with a 
moth-eaten couch and a bedroom 
furnished with an iron bedstead, 
an oil lamp, several tintypes, a 
washstand, an antique clock that 
keeps time and the inevitable spit- 
toon. A sturdy balcony overlooks 
the Main Street. 
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ORAL HYGIENE AWARD

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Obviously, the youngsters of the 
neighborhood frequent the Hyders’ 
yard, for with realism bantam des- 
peradoes can bang away with cap 
pistols as midget marshals stalk 
them along Bad Man’s Alley. 
Guests at parties held by Doctor 
and Mrs. Hyder invariably enjoy 
more than anything else a person- 
ally guided tour through the re- 
production of a ghost town. News 
of it has spread by word-of-mouth, 
and persons from nearby Los 
Angeles and other cities and towns 
come to see it. Father and son built 
Gopher Gulch as a part of their 
recreation, and they testify that, 
while it may not “influence peo- 
ple,” it certainly “gains friends.”

How to! Make Friends 


in Dental Practice 


BY GERALD JAY STEINBERG, D.D.S. 


SOME SAY, make money; some say, 
make friends—follow through with 
some of my suggestions and | 
think you will make both, as I have 
in private practice. 

Every dentist faces the problems 
of attaining security and achieve- 
ment when opening an office for 
the first time or in a new locale. 
Naturally it takes a certain amount 
of stamina and fortitude to outlast 
the early lean months. I believe 
these can be shortened by using 
the aids I shall outline. I might 
hasten to add that no single thing 
may be a panacea for the problems 
that we face, and no tested princi- 
ple may even succeed in all cases. 
Yet the simple ideas expressed here 
are as much a part of everyday 
courtesy as your cheery “good 





morning” greeting to your wife. 
Needless to mention, of all 
things most pertinent to building a 
successful practice is that basic 
foundation of a natural love for 
dentistry itself. This will instill the 
much-needed confidence of the pa- 
tient in your personal ability, help 
you achieve much more personal 
satisfaction in your profession, 
and aid your desire for financial 
success. 
Here is a short list of a few aids 
that I use: 
1. Birthday cards, anniversary 
cards, get-well cards 
2. Thank-you cards or notes for 
all referrals | 
3. Small set of dentures for new- 
born infants 
4. Flowers or a visit to the bed- 
side of a hospitalized patient, 
regardless of whether he is 
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Practitioner gives practical

clientele. 


under your or some other sur- 
geon’s care 

5. Telephone calls, or visits when 
possible, to the homes of pa- 
tients who have undergone sur- 
gery or any emotional conflict 
in the office that day 

6. Family and patient recall cards 
(this is a courtesy to the pa- 
tient, not the dentist as some 
think) 

7. Some type of trinket for the 
young child patient 

8. Fee adjustment to some extent 
for large families 

9. Liberal application of credit 
allowances 

10. Telephone calls to patients not 
seen over a year’s period of 
time 

11. The courtesy of extending den- 
tal education to all patients, 
regardless of its nature or the 
financial ability of the individ- 
ual 

12. Willingness to stand by your 
work in case of unforseen de- 
velopments, including complete 
failures 

13. Courtesy in your administra- 
tion of the collection of past- 
due accounts 

14. Attendance at clinics, conven- 
tions and seminars to keep 

abreast of progress in our field 

in order to maintain the high- 
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est level of standards in our indi- 
vidual offices 

Upon admission of a new pa- 
tient it is routine practice in my 
office to obtain his date of birth. 
This is recorded on the patient’s 
chart and subsequently transferred 
into a record book (any dime store 
book aptly serves). At the appro- 
priate time, a neat, professional- 
looking, printed birthday card is 
sent to that person at the total cost 
of approximately five cents includ- 
ing postage. This is certainly as in- 
expensive an item as can be found 
in this category and yet, coming 
from a_ professional printer, is 
neat, personal and highly appreci- 
ated by your clientele. Often this 
acts as its own recall card when it 
has been some time since the pa- 
tient’s last office visit. 


Remember Dates 

Anniversary cards and get-well 
cards are sent whenever the occa- 
sion arises. No attempt could be 
made to determine all the im- 
portant dates of a person’s life, yet 
on many occasions Mrs. Jones may 
mention that she is going to Mrs. 
Smith’s anniversary party that eve- 
ning and prefers not to be given 
an anesthetic as it might spoil her 
fun. These showings of thoughtful- 
ness are always heartily received 
and might often act as self-adver- 
tisements, where many individuals 
place all such cards received on 
the mantel piece or buffet for a 
week or so during these happy 
periods. 
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Needless to mention, a routine 
thank-you card, in my office pro- 
fessionally-prepared, is always sent 
immediately to any individual who 
refers a new patient, regardless of 
whether this person is or is not 
one of my patients. This serves not 
only as a simple expression of 
courtesy but induces the pleasant 
spreading of your name to others. 

From most any dental supply 
house small boxes with a verse and 
set of small dentures can be pur- 
chased that serve most adequately 
upon the birth of a child. These 
usually lie about conspicuously in 
the maternity room and at home, 
causing somewhat of a furore never 
failing to bring your name to peo- 
ple’s lips. 

As part of my standard set of 
courtesy rules, I personally see to 
it that there is time to make that 
well-appreciated visit to the hospi- 
tal to see any of my patients who 
may be there, regardless of wheth- 
er following my own surgery at the 
hospital or that of another practi- 
tioner’s. I make this same attempt 
when one of my patient’s parents 
may be hospitalized. I can cite the 
case of the grandfather of a child I 
had seen within the previous three 
months. He suffered a coronary at- 
tack, and I had the pleasure of 
spending a half hour with him dur- 
ing his hospital stay. I had never 
met him prior to this time, but 
within two years, an indirect re- 
sult was three partial dentures, two 
full dentures, and a quantity of 
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operative dentistry for various 
members of the family. 


Send Flowers 

I never fail to have my florist 
deliver a blooming plant to all my 
patients, who are hospitalized, to 
make their sick rooms a little more 
cheery. It is always a pleasure to 
do this for I can imagine myself 
in their position and realize how 
important this and a visit become 
to the bedridden patient. 

Following all dental surgery I 
make a routine evening checkup 
call on the patient, giving any help- 
ful advice where necessary, and 
sympathy to soothe the mental haz- 
ards. This often will reap its own 
reward if only to prevent disturb- 
ing 3 a.m. telephone calls. 

Patient recall systems generally 
follow a routine pattern of about 
six or eight months, in all offices. 
Further discussion here is super- 
fluous. 

Children’s toys and trinkets have 
their value in dental relations with 
the younger set, and naturally this 
likewise indirectly affects all paren- 
tal dealings. Rather than give bal- 
loons, bubble gum, or items of du- 
bious value, I give all new child 
patients colorful toothbrushes en- 
cased in bright-colored packages. 
These never fail to make a hit with 
the youngsters and simultaneously 
encourage good dental care. Tooth- 
brush manufacturers imprint the 
brushes with various wordings, 
such as “With the compliments of 
Doctor Smith,” if desired. 
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I have always lowered my nor- 
mal scale of fees for a family con- 
sisting of parents with three or 
more children. This is always heart- 
ily appreciated and at the same 
time is a method of proven fair 
play. 

Among my assets, which many 
will no doubt consider a heavy lia- 
bility, is willingness to extend a 
rather large amount of credit re- 
gardless of the type of services ren- 
dered and the amount agreed upon. 
Most human beings are inherently 
honest people who will respect a 
legal debt, as has been borne out 
to me upon several occasions. 
Whenever possible I prefer to ob- 
tain at least one-half of the fee if 
any considerable amount of service 
is to be done, but I do not make 
this a steadfast rule. Often den- 
tures are delivered without my hav- 
ing obtained any payment on ac- 
count. I could cite innumerable 
occasions where this policy has 
proved to pay dividends, but sim- 
ply suffice it to say that, in all 
probability, the numbers of my so- 
called “dead-beats” are no doubt 
fewer than those of the majority 
of practitioners. 

A personal telephone call to pa- 
tients who have failed to come in 
over the period of a year shows 
them your interest in their health. 
Of the greatest importance is the 
fact that they are seeking dental 
care, whether from you or some- 
one else. Personally, I would pre- 
fer them to return to me, but [| 
stress the importance of their hav. 
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ing dental care regardless of whom 
they wish to consult. 

Dental education among the lai- 
ty, regardless of the fact that 
schools try to stress its importance, 
is at an extremely low ebb. It is a 
moral and ethical duty of all den- 
tists to bring dental education to 
our patients, teaching them the 
values dentistry can render both 
healthwise and esthetically. Most 
patients have no understanding of 
the difference between a satisfac- 
tory restoration and a poor one. 
Explanation of your dental pro- 
cedures is both enlightening and 
of sincere value to their health. | 
have personally found nearly all 
patients to be highly appreciative 
of any dental education I might 
impart to them as to the explana- 
tion of how a particular bur is 
used, or where and why a denture 
needs adjustment. It is fair policy 
to never “deal” patients short, for 
certainly they are entitled to the 
benefit of every doubt, and not for 
a minute should you judge their 
mental or financial capacities from 
the way they dress or present 
themselves to you. 

Dentistry can be a great boon to 
mankind, a true pleasure to those 
rendering its services, and a means 
of deriving a most happy and en- 
joyable living. It is the dentist’s 
job alone to make dentistry’s place 
in the world.

SoME OF North Carolina’s 6,350 
school busses—the largest known 
fleet in the world—have taken on 
the role of hauling school children 
to the dentist. 

This plan whereby the “Tar 
Heel” state helps cure the dental 
diseases of her children is new in 
North Carolina, and the system of 
transportation is novel to the 
whole southeast United States. 

The pedodontics department of 
the University of North Carolina’s 
School of Dentistry inaugurated 
the program, and its success is evi- 
dent. At present the plan functions 
on a small scale, with children 
from only three of North Carolina’s 
100 counties receiving regular 
treatment. Other counties and in- 
dividuals are now asking for the 
service. 

The program itself serves two 
purposes: low-cost dental services 
for county health departments, 
services otherwise not available to 
children in this area; and valuable 
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experience for University of North 
Carolina dental students. 

Primarily, of course, the school 
is a teaching institution, rather 
than a service institution. 

Last September, after the pedo- 
dontics department had operated 
its plan for the first year, the fol- 
lowing report was filed: 

Some 3,115 dental operations 
for children had been performed 
in the 10-chair pedodontics clinic 
by dental students. 

Before any children, under pri- 
vate or county auspices, are ad- 
mitted for treatment to the pedo- 
dontics clinic, three steps are taken: 
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1. The child has a full-mouth 


roentgenogram. 

2. Adequate examination ismade 
and records are accurately filed. 

3. Financial understanding is 
reached with the parents (or or- 
ganization that is sponsoring treat- 
ment). : 

The department recommends 
this procedure to all dentists in the 


field. 


Treatment Procedure 

Treatment then is followed in a 
systematic pattern. First, all emer- 
gency treatment is given; then op- 
erative service is begun, with the

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thought in mind that each visit be- 
comes less painful to the child. 

This particular plan for treat- 
ment differs from that of many 
dentists today, but the system is 
considered a sound approach, not 
only in better satisfying the child 
from a psychologic point of view, 
but also in better expressing den- 
tal progress to the parents who 
must pay the expenses. 

Doctor W. W. Demeritt, assis- 
tant dean of the school, and 
head of the pedodontics depart- 
ment at the University of North 
Carolina, points to the specific 
need for dental hygiene education 
among children and adults. 

“In the first place,” he affirms, 
“health education in our public 
schools should be equal in value 
to the triad of reading, writing and 
arithmetic. Until we place medico- 
dental knowledge of cure and con- 
trol in that category, dentistry can- 
not hope to make the strides that 
it is capable of making, paralleling 
advanced knowledge and methods 
of treatment.” 

Furthermore, the dentists main- 
tain that adults do not fully appre- 
ciate the role of dentistry, particu- 
larly children’s dentistry. In many 
parts of our country, pedodontics 
is unknown as a specialized dental 
art. Certainly, part of the fault lies 
in the laity’s misconception that 
children ride for half fare, and 
likewise should have dental treat- 
ment at half price. 

Since most dentists spend nearly 
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fifty per cent of their income on 
office overhead, it is plain that in 
many areas, where such opinions 
are prevalent, a pedodontist could 
no more than operate his office. 
The public needs some convincing 
education along these lines. 

Moreover, the University of 
North Carolina’s Dental School 
makes allowance for the fact that 
many dentists in practice today are 
not as well prepared as they should 
be for treating children. 

For that reason, the school, like 
other major ones throughout the 
country, offers refresher courses 
and graduate courses in pedodon- 
tics during the summer. 

Also, the school has strict re- 
quirements for undergraduates. All 
dental students must spend a re- 
quired 180 clinical hours in the 
pedodontics department, in addi- 
tion to 30 hours of laboratory 
work and 40 lecture hours in that 
department. 

It is not surprising that the Uni- 
versity of North Carolina School 
of Dentistry requires more hours 
in pedodontics than any other in 
the country, since both the school’s 
dean, Doctor John Charles Brauer, 
and the department’s head, Doctor 
Demeritt, are leading international 
figures in children’s dentistry. 

Loss of teeth in children’s 
mouths has far-reaching results, 
Doctor Demeritt points out. These 
results attach themselves to unde- 
sirable changes in speech-pronun-

EYESTRAIN is perhaps the main oc- 
cupational disease of dentists. In a 
poll of 2,400 dentists 87 per cent 
were aware of this and expressed 
concern over the gradual weaken- 
ing of their sight. They realize that 
their efficiency depends on their 
visual acuity. The importance of 
good seeing conditions is recog- 
nized in industry, where better 
lighting has been shown to result 
in fewer mistakes and increased 
output. In terms of general health, 
weak eyesight combined with poor 
lighting results in unnecessary 
physical fatigue. 

Periodic eye examination by a 
specialist is desirable so that or- 
ganic disorders may be detected

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and treated early. But besides this, 
it is well for the dentist to under- 
stand something of the mechanics 
of seeing so as to be able to recog- 
nize and avoid harmful lighting 
conditions. 

In 1939 Doctor Carl Adams of 
San Bernardino, California, became 
alarmed at his own need for 
stronger glasses and undertook to 
study the problem of conserving 
eyesight. He received the coopera- 
tion of the Illuminating Engineer- 
ing Society and began with a sur- 
vey of dental offices in his vicinity. 
This survey revealed that many of 
the best operators were working 
under unnecessarily bad lighting 
conditions. 

Physiologically the human eye 
seems to have been designed to suit 
the living conditions of primitive 
man, who used his eyes intermit- 
tently for distant seeing in abun-

dant outdoor light, during the 
hours of natural daylight. Dentists 
almost completely violate these con- 
ditions when they peer all day at 
tiny close objects with the aid of 
artificial light. 

Persons with normal vision can 
adapt to bad lighting conditions 
for some time and be unaware, un- 
til it is too late, that the cumulative 
strain has impaired their eyesight. 
Those with poor eyesight have lit- 
tle ability to accommodate for poor 
conditions. If the eyes are already 
weak, a switch to good lighting 
conditions will help preserve the 
remaining sight, improve the qual- 
ity of the work being done, and de- 
crease fatigue at the day’s end. 

When we use our eyes the rays 
of light coming from the object be- 
ing seen are focussed upon the ret- 
ina by the lens of the eye in the 
same way that a camera lens fo- 
cusses the light upon the photo- 
graphic film. When looking at dis- 
tant objects the lens of the eye is 
relaxed and similar to a camera set 
at infinity. For close-up work the 
camera uses a supplementary posi- 
tive lens, but the human eye short- 
ens its focal length by thickening 
the lens through contraction of the 
ciliary muscles. The amount of 
light entering the eye is controlled 
by the iris functioning in the same 
way as the aperture mechanism of 
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a camera. Eyestrain results when 
we overtax these delicate involun- 
tary muscles or interfere with their 
normal functions. Our eyes need 
time to see. We see more quickly 
and work more quickly when there 
is a great deal of light coming from 
the object, being seen. The iris of 
the eye opens and closes so that 
the amount of light falling on the 
retina is maintained at an optional 
but safe level. When we look at a 
dimly-lit object, the iris is dilated 
so that all possible light coming 
from the object being seen may 
enter the eye. However, if another 
source of light such as an unshad- 
ed light bulb, a window or a shiny 
reflecting surface, is brought into 
the field of vision the iris may have 
to contract to protect the eye 
against the additional light. The 
secondary source of light is called 
a glare source and can produce 
nervous fatigue as well as injure 
the iris itself. It can happen in the 
dental office if a source of light 
such as a desk lamp or window is 
in the operator’s field of vision as 
he tries to see into the dim interior 
of the patient’s mouth. Eliminating 
the glare source allows the iris to 
expand so that more of the useful 
light from the interior of the 
mouth can enter the eye. 

Another condition similar to 
glare but less easily recognizable 
can also injure the eyes. Several 
times a minute the eyes shift in- 
voluntarily from the task to the 
background to rest themselves.

Rehearsing 








an Office Remodeling 


Pays Off 


BY STUART COVINGTON 


MosT DENTISTS must watch their 
pennies when planning a remodel- 
ing. With overhead still sky-high, 
extravagance is taboo when the 
dental office undergoes a face-lift- 
ing, and the dentist cannot afford 
to “close up shop” long while the 
remodeling is in progress. 

With careful planning and a lib- 
eral dose of ingenuity, however, a 
redecorating job need not deal too 
severe a blow to your bankroll. 
Here are several methods for slash- 
ing remodeling expenses. The pro- 
cedures can be adapted to fit the 
circumstances of the individual 
dentist. 
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Careful planning beforehand 


can save you time and money. 


Before you decide on a remodel- 
ing scheme, visit as many dentists 
as possible who have recently ren- 
ovated their offices. Determine 
from them inexpensive ways of re- 
modeling that have been particu- 
larly effective. Ascertain also 
whether any of the materials or 
fixtures used, such as floor or wall 
coverings or lighting installations, 
have failed to render satisfactory 
service. This information may save 
you an unpleasant experience when 
your own remodeling program gets 
underway. 
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‘Discuss with the dentists you 
visit any schemes they have de- 
veloped for reducing the cost of 
their remodeling. Search for clues 
that will make your procedure easi- 
er and less expensive. 

Unless you plan to remodel your 
facilities completely, check your 
office suite carefully to determine 
the portions of it that most need 
renovation. In so doing you will 
be able to achieve the most produc- 
tive results from your remodeling 
dollars. For example, walls of the 
reception room may need repaint- 
ing but close examination of the 
floor covering may reveal cracks 
and other signs of hard wear that 
indicate early need for replacement 
of the covering. If these warning 
signs were not noticed, additional 
expenditures that you might not be 
able to afford would be necessary 
in the near future. 

Selecting a time for the remodel- 
ing is also important. If you plan 
a vacation and the remodeling can 
be completed during your holiday, 
this will be the ideal time for sched- 
uling the face-lifting. However, it 
will be well to spend this leisure 
time at home in order to watch the 
progress of the undertaking. If cir- 
cumstances prohibit combining 
your vacation and remodeling pro- 
gram, attempt to select a time when 
the work can be completed as rap- 
idly as possible. Fall or winter 
months are the most opportune 
times for such work because con- 
tractors will usually have labor 
surpluses during these periods and 
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will be able to assign a full quota 
of workmen to your job. 

Check with your contractor to 
determine how your remodeling 
can be completed most speedily. 
Some kinds of tile floors, for exam- 
ple, require considerably longer to 
lay than others. Certain types of 
paint require several coats to pro- 
duce a satisfactory finish, while 
others require only one or two 
coats for a suitable effect. 

Particular precautions should be 
taken in the selection of new light- 
ing fixtures. Fixtures with a heavy 
kilowatt consumption may impose 
too great a load on your existing 
wiring system, requiring a costly 
new installation. Specifications of 
all reputable lighting fixtures are 
available on request from the deal- 
er. 

As a means of cutting remodel- 
ing expense, you may be able to 
share supplies with someone else. 
Another tenant in your building 
may also be planning changes, and 
by mutual agreement the two of 
you may be able to work out a sim- 
ilar remodeling scheme so that 
identical supplies will be used, per- 
mitting bulk purchase at a sub- 
stantial cash saving. As a possible 
alternative, visit recently remod- 
eled business houses in your city. 
When one is located having a color 
scheme that would be suitable for 
your purposes, determine whether 
the store has on hand surplus paint 
and other supplies in quantity that 
they wish to dispose of. Frequently 
this will be the case. Buying in this 
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manner saves dollars that can be 
used for adding extra features to 
your facilities. 

Solicit suggestions from patients 
regarding your new decor and fur- 
nishings. Since it is for these peo- 
ple that your facilities are de- 
signed, it is logical to invite their 
participation in any effort at reno- 
vation. Ascertain their reactions to 
various color schemes; determine 
their likes and dislikes in office fur- 
nishings; their preferences in light- 
ing. By questioning them at length 
on their preferences of this nature, 
seek out factors that you might not 
have considered in your remodel- 
ing scheme. As has been proved by 
authorities in the field, a restful, 
pleasing atmosphere in the recep- 
tion room provides a more relaxed 
patient and makes the dentist’s job 
easier. 

Be sure to give patients ample 
notice of any interruption of your 
practice. If a patient is in the habit 
of coming to you at a certain time 
of the month for dental service, do 
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not force her to learn ‘about your 
remodeling program by reading a 
sign on your office door. Call her 
well in advance or drop her a note 
so she may alter her schedule if 
she wishes. Keep the remodeling 
date in mind when booking future 
appointments so that you will not 
inadvertently make any that would 
conflict with the redecorating. Try, 
too, to complete all dentures prior 
to the remodeling so that their de- 
livery to patients will not be de- 
layed by painters’ activities. It will 
be well, too, to avoid beginning a 
remodeling program near the first 
of the month, because some of your 
patients may have the habit of pay- 
ing their bills in person at this 
period. 

Remodeling your offices will al- 
ways prove inconvenient, but the 
improvement program need not 
seriously affect your office routine, 
if it is planned in the proper man- 
ner.

ute from the time devoted to a 
prophylaxis—here are five precious 
minutes that can be diverted into 
the constructive channels of educa- 
tion for your office. In addition, 
your health and happiness in your 
work will be enhanced. 

Ideally, the hygienist can make 
her greatest contribution in the 
office that has three or more chairs. 
Yet, even in a two-chair office, her 
total contribution-potential will 
warrant her presence. 

In the larger office, it seems best 
to provide the hygienist with a 
chair of her own. It should be her 
responsibility to see that this chair 
is kept occupied and productive. 

She should assume this responsi- 
bility in part, by establishing a 
well-planned recall system, espe- 
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She may bring many new pa- 
tients into your office and save 


your time and energy. 


cially if that system has not been 
fully used or has been in a dormant 
state. Today’s hygienist receives 
adequate training in the procedures 
of recall, and will systematize the 
plan according to the individual 
needs of patients. Soon, many pa- 
tients will be recalled long before 
the routine six-month period. 

Many patients who have been in- 
active will again become function- 
ing members of your practice be- 
cause they will be pleased with her 
service. Study and observation at- 
test to the fact that many patients 
tend to return because of her. 

In addition:to these reintegrated 
patients, it is possible for the hy- 
gienist to bring many new patients 
into the practice. These new pa- 
tients serve as a stimulus for aug- 
menting the progressive practice. 
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The alert hygienist will strive to 
coordinate her efforts with yours 
and to make her full contributions 
toward a pleasant and rewarding 
program. Equipped to offer per- 
tinent suggestions for visual aids, 
she will seek to make patient edu- 
cation more complete and mean- 
ingful. She will be mindful of the 
significance of the factors that are 
conducive to patient appreciation 
of the value of good dentistry, and 
she will strive to effect them. 

Preventive measures will receive 
added emphasis, and, by giving 
pertinent talks on public health ed- 
ucation, the hygienist will fill an 
important niche in the program 
pointed toward “better dentistry.” 

Through her feminine gentleness 
and maternal sympathy, the hy- 
gienist can bring more children in- 
to your practice. By so doing, a 
stabilizing factor is introduced, for 
the children of today become the 
adult patients of tomorrow.

ciation, tongue habits that may 
lead to malocclusion, psychologic 
trauma, and space closures.

He conceived the 
project several years ago, but previous 
results were unsatisfactory. The medal 
owes its origin to apparitions made by 
Mary to St. Catherine Laboure in 1830. 
During these apparitions the Blessed 
Virgin revealed the form and contents 
of the medal, which was first struck in 
1832. Doctor Shea started work on the 
medal by making an impression of the 
front and back parts in wax, took im- 
pressions of angels from a lamp he 
bought in Capri, and made wax models 
of them. Next he assembled the parts on 
plastic, burned the plastic and wax 
models out, and cast gold into the space 
they occupied. 


Wrightstown (New Jersey) Leader: 
Doctor Edward J. Higgins, Burlington, 
New Jersey, was struck in the eye by 
a flying golf ball while playing with 
friends at the Burlington Country Club. 
The dentist, who is president of the 
club, was warned too late about the 
approaching ball and fell to the ground 
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after the impact. He was taken to a 
hospital for X-ray pictures and observa- 
tion. 


Topeka (Kansas) Daily Capital: 
When he is in his car, Doctor W. M. 
Lathrop, Norton orthodontist, no longer 
minds the heat. He has constructed and 
installed a cooling system, which lowers 
the temperature of his car by as much 
as 30 degrees. He used a standard pic- 
nic cooler filled with ice water, an elec- 
tric fuel pump and an ordinary auto- 
mobile hot water heater. The water is 
pumped through the “heater” and re- 
used at a rate of 17 gallons per hour. 
The device takes up about half the front 
seat, but Doctor Lathrop says that dur- 
ing a heat wave he prefers comfort to 
company. 


Frankfort (Kentucky) State Journal: 
The Kiwanis Club in Frankfort, Ken- 
tucky, recently honored eleven local den- 
tists who contributed $1,811 in free den- 
tal care to underprivileged children of 
their community in the past year. Those 
honored included Doctors David A. An- 
thony, Vincent Barr, H. E. Brinkmeyer, 
Charles M. Caudill, F. C. Gregg, G. C- 
Hall, J. W. Hoge, E. C. Kelsey, Marvin 
R. Lutes, H. V. Martin, and N. B. Smith. 
They cooperated with the Kiwanis Club 
by seeing that underprivilged children 
received periodic dental checkups, and 
donated their time and materials. 


The News & Observer (Raleigh, 
North Carolina): Charlie, a six-year-old 
lion-eating baboon, recently brought 
wide publicity to Doctor Oscar Pearce, 
a dentist, and Doctor Belmont Kittrell, 
a veterinarian, at Dunn, North Carolina, 
when they extracted four of his infected 
teeth, which had been bothering him for 
months. Charlie’s face was swollen to 
about twice its normal size. Following 
an x-ray picture, he was placed on the 
operating table in Doctor Kittrell’s of- 
fice, just before he was injected with 
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nembutal. This put him to sleep for 
the two-and-a-half-hour.. operation, per- 
formed by Doctor Pearce with a bone 
chisel, while Doctor Kittrell held Char- 
lie’s mouth open. They were also assist- 
ed by a physician and nurse The two 
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three inches in length, and nearly an 
inch had already been broken off each. 
It took ten stitches to sew up the 
“sums.” The baboon is owned by an 
animal trainer, J. S. Roach, resident of 
Lillington.

A NEW LIVE FILLING MATERIAL 


A REPORT recently made to the New York section of the American Chem- 
ical Society indicates that tooth cavities may in the future be repaired 
with synthetic chemical materials that will grow into the tooth and make 
the restored tooth as good as the original. 

The report was made by Martin Burger, a science teacher in a Brook- 
lyn high school, and by Doctor Edward Albert Sobel, the head of the 
chemistry department of the Jewish Hospital in Brooklyn. The chemists’ 
studies were made under the sponsorship of the National Institute of 
Dental Research, the United States Public Health Service, and the Office 
of Naval Research. 

Burger said that he and Doctor Sobel produced the synthesis, after 
eighteen months’ work, by using collagen in combination with a solid, 
chondroitin sulfate. The latter appeared to be a chemical promoter and 
regulator similar to the enzymes. This synthetic combination, he said, 
behaved like growing bone and, when calcium compounds and phos- 
phates were “fed” to it, a mineral deposit, similar to that found in teeth, 
appeared.—The New York State Dental Journal.

A MAN who has been a patient of 
mine for several years telephoned 
excitedly to say that he was send- 
ing me a new patient. “She needs 
a lot of work and is a wealthy per- 
son,” he said. “In fact, she is a 
millionaire, so you will not have to 
worry about payment or the size of 
your fee.” 

That sounded all right to me, 
and | thanked him for his interest 
and courtesy in referring this pa- 
tient to me. 

Shortly thereafter the woman in 
question phoned the office and ar- 
ranged for an appointment. When 
the appointed time came and the 
patient was seated in the operating 
room, she began by saying, “Now 
I want you to give me that rehabil- 
itation work that I have heard 
about.” 
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Patient did not quibble about 
paying a $6,500 dental fee, 
but... 


I looked over her mouth in gen- 
eral and saw several rather leaky 
restorations both anteriorly and 
posteriorly, with some missing 
teeth as well. I told her that first 
of all a full series of roentgeno- 
grams would be taken and that, at 
the next appointment, I would be 
able to tell her just what services 
would have to be performed and 
the fee for the complete services. 

After the patient left, the 
thought of the fee kept running 
through my mind. At long last, | 
thought, I now had just what I had 
been dreaming about, a patient 
with unlimited means for a case of 
mouth rehabilitation. The more | 
pondered the matter the higher the 
fee became. Just a few weeks be- 
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fore, we had a lecturer from New 
York City at our local dental for- 
um meeting, and he had discussed 
a paper on mouth rehabilitation. 
He stated that fees for this type of 
service were from $3,000 to $12,- 
000. This’ gave me just the en- 
couragement that I needed, and I 
thereupon decided to ask the 
amount of $6,500 as my fee for 
this patient. 

When the next appointment ar- 
rived and the patient was once 
again seated in my chair, and the 
preliminaries about the type of 
restorations had been explained, 
the big moment arrived. As non- 
chalantly as possible and in my 
most casual manner, | stated that 
the fee for the services would be 
$6,500. 

Without the blink of an eyelash, 
the woman calmly stated that the 
fee was entirely satisfactory. Tell- 
ing her that I generally had the 
patient pay 50 per cent at the start 
of the treatment and the balance 
upon completion, she again agreed 
without question. 

Then she inquired as to how 
long before she would be finjshed. 
I told her that treatment would 
take just about three months in its 
entirety. “Three months!” she ex- 
claimed. “Why so long?” In my 
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most professional manner, I tried 
to explain about the grinding down 
of her teeth and the preparation 
for the cast gold crowns and the 
porcelain jacket crowns, where- 
upon she interrupted, “What do 
you mean, grinding down my 
teeth?” 

I tried to explain about using 
the engine to prepare the teeth. 
“Oh, no, not on me,” she said. “I 
just cannot stand that thing in my 
mouth (pointing, of course, to the 
engine).” “But,” I persisted, “You 
have absolutely no pain to worry 
about as we do not begin any treat- 
ment without injecting our anes- 
thetic.” “What!” she exploded, 
“You are going to use a needle? 
Oh, I could never stand that. It 
always makes me faint. I guess I 
do not want this rehabilitation 
work after all. Just tell me what I 
owe you, | will give you my check, 
and then I will let this work go.” 

As she left the office, away went 
my visions of collecting a $6,500 
fee, and most reluctantly | came 
back to earth, had the next patient 
sent in, and proceeded to place an 
amalgam restoration at my usual 


fee of $5.

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With a small ball of soft 
wax, take an impression of 
the prepared tooth, 





Fill the impression with 
fast-setting stone. When 
stone is hard, break off the 
wax, and fit a copper band 
to the stone die. Contour 
the gingival margin to the 
outline of the preparation.

NEW TOOTH DRILLING TECHNIQUE DEVELOPED 


CLINICAL studies with an ultrasonic device at Columbia University’s 
School of Dental and Oral Surgery give promise of widespread accept- 
ance of an entirely new kind of tooth drilling technique that may ulti- 
mately affect the practice, the teaching, and even the economics of den- 
tistry. It may be one answer to the long search for a painless and vibra- 
tionless dental drill. Studies indicate that the new tool is also quicker, 
quieter, more maneuverable, and far more adaptable than the dental bur. 

The new instrument, known as the Cavitron, is an application to den- 
tistry of a machine tool widely used by industry for precision cutting of 
metals, hard minerals, and other difficult-to-work materials. The pioneer- 
ing Columbia project has been carried out by Carl R. Oman, professor 
of dentistry, and a colleague, Edmund Applebaum. Their report is the 
first concerning the use of the new process on human subjects. 

In engineering, terms, the Cavitron process makes use of a tool that 
vibrates with a frequency of 29,000 cycles a second and in turn sets up 
vibrations in a special cutting solution. The tool contains a ferromag- 
netic metal that, activated by an alternating magnetic field, expands and 
contracts. This vibratory motion is transmitted to the rest of the tool 
and thereby to the cutting liquid.—Science. 


ONE WAY TO GATHER A CLIENTELE 


YOUNG practitioners generally find it convenient to engage board at a 
fashionable private boarding house, because thus they are brought into 
contact with persons of a select class, and make many acquaintances 
that will likely prove of great benefit. After having made the acquaint- 
ance of all the desirable persons at the house, and having secured them 
as patrons, many dentists make it a rule to at once change their boarding 
place to another equally fashionable house. This plan is not to be com- 
mended, as it does not look well in a professional man. It is a favorite 
method. however. with many dentists, especially in the largest cities. It 
has proved so profitable, indeed to some that they have been able to 
have a home of their own in a few years.—Cuar es R. Hamsty, D.D.S.

THE DENTIST, HIS PRACTICE, 
AND AN ATOMIC ATTACK 


IN ouR general unconcern with the physical damage from atomic attack 
we have ignored almost completely the economic consequences. We are 
spending billions of dollars on nuclear weapons, air bases throughout 
the world, on a mighty military machine. We are spending virtually 
nothing to defend our own country and our lives against attack. Anyone 
who attempts to enlist interest in civil defense programs is ignored in 
scorn. 

One would be hard put to think of a more conservative and staid pub- 
lication than The Annals of the American Academy of Political and 
Social Science. It is entirely free from sensationalism. All the more rea- 
son, therefore, to consider these words from that journal: 

“In a nation which is spending billions to equip its military arm to 
wage war against a dangerous enemy, yet begrudges millions to protect 
its own citizenry against that enemy’s attack, other paradoxes in thinking 
about the problems of defense are, I suppose, to be expected. Yet I con- 
tinue to wonder at the persistent tendency to treat civil defense against 
atomic attack as a problem of protecting simply against physical damage 
and injury. The economic consequences of atomic attack and the meas- 
ures, legal and economic, required to reduce its impact have received 
startlingly little attention.” 

Dentists are no different from the run of other citizens. They are 
neither more enlightened nor less. They have the same feelings of indif- 
ference to organizing for civil defense. Despite the fact that we are all 
aware that any enemy attack on the United States would be a surprise 
one and against the industrial heartcore of the Nation, we are indifferent 
to the danger. We have the word of the President that the destructive 
power of modern nuclear weapons is many times greater than the 
A-Bomb used to end World War II. In the face of these unpleasant facts 
we fail to do even the most elementary things to prepare ourselves. 

The physical damages and the death and destruction that would follow 
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an atomic or H-Bomb attack have been vividly portrayed. The economic 
consequences have been mentioned scarcely at all. 

In the first place money would dry up almost immediately. We could 
expect banks to close in the cities under attack, with an epidemic-like 
spread to every community in the Nation. Checks would be worthless. 
There would be no market in which to sell securities. In many cases even 
cash in safety deposit boxes would be inaccessible. Much of the money 
hidden in homes would be destroyed. Contracts for goods and services 
would be worthless. Long-term leases and long-term employment con- 
iracts would be nullified. 

In terms of dental practice two things should be considered: 

1. In those communities subject to direct attack many dental offices 
would be destroyed, as well as other buildings. Dentists would be re- 
quired to double up and in many cases a dozen would probably be re- 
quired to use the equipment of one for the emergency cases requiring 
attention. (There would be no routine dental practice, we may be sure.) 

2. In those communities remote from direct attack the dentist might 
still have his office and his home but he and his patients would be without 
money. Even country banks would be closed down by a government 
moratorium. Dental practice would come to a standstill. Transportation 
of foodstuffs would be paralyzed. Gasoline would be unavailable for 
civilians who were not assigned to civil defense duties. 

We can say with assurance that an atomic attack against any section 
of this country would have immediate economic vibrations in every sec- 
tion. In our complex and interdependent economic system, no one can 
feel remote from the terrors of an attack. It would be an unusual. hermit 
who could live any length of time with agriculture, transportation, pro- 
cessing, and manufacturing crippled. No one in the country could hide 
out anywhere from an atomic attack without feeling the effects in every 
aspect of his life. 

The dentist should prepare himself to give first aid. He would be 
urgently needed. Now is the time for him to stockpile enough essential 
dental supplies to carry on emergency dental treatments. He should give 
some thought to stockpiling some food and clothing supplies for his 
family and for the homeless. He should prepare himself to live in a so- 
ciety of barter and exchange where money and credit would be as scarce 
as in a primitive society. He should insist that laws go on the books in 
his community to control the ghouls, the cheats, the black marketeers, 
the usurers, who would come to evil life in the emergency.

Hereditary Hypocalcification 

Q.—One of my patients, a girl aged 
12, is a diabetic. She has received treat- 
ment for that disease for over four years. 
All her posterior permanent teeth are 
spotted brown, and the enamel is soft 
and poorly calcified. The twelve-year 
molars are in poor condition since the 
cusps of these teeth collapse almost be- 
fore they erupt. The anterior teeth, while 
not stained, do have a few pits in them, 
although the enamel is not weak. The 
lower right second bicuspid is congen- 
itally absent. Otherwise the jaw and 
tooth positions are normal. 

I have checked the child’s medical 
history but could find nothing other 
than the usual childhood diseases, such 
as measles, mumps, chicken pox, all of 
a mild type. No one in her family mani- 
fests any of these troubles. Is there any 
known cause for this condition? What 
is recommended to correct this condi- 
tion other than restorative dentistry, 
such as crowns and inlays?—F.X.W., 
Louisiana. 

A.—The condition of the enam- 


el of the teeth of your 12-year-old 
diabetic girl probably is not direct- 
ly related to the diabetes. At least 
in the experience of having had 
many diabetics in our practice 


over the years we have not seen 
the condition of enamel that you 
describe. Neither have I seen any- 
thing in the literature about such 
enamel conditions of the teeth of 
diabetics. 

Your description of the enamel 
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of your patient’s teeth tallies quite 
well with “hereditary type of hypo- 
calcification,”! in which the “enamel 
matrix is soon discolored, abraded 
by mastication, or peeled off in 
layers.” 

While I have not had any ex- 
perience with such a case as yours, 
it seems to me that the teeth can 
be saved, as you suggest, by restor- 
ative measures, if the pulps are 
healthy and the periodontium has 
not been unfavorably affected by 
the diabetes. Periodontal disease is 
the one condition with which we 
have had to deal in the mouths of 
diabetics. We have not, however. 
had as young a patient as yours in 
which periodontal disease was a 
factor.—GEoRGCE R. WARNER. 


Trigeminal Neuralgia 


Q.—I have a patient aged 38 who had 
a severe pain strike her in the region 
of the left zygomatic arch five years 
ago. The pain was acute, and she went 
into temporary distraction. Her teeth 
were extracted as necessary and indi- 
cated at the time, and a three-tooth 
bridge supplying a first bicuspid was 
made.There was temporary relief for a 
couple of years. Then the pain came 
back with increasing crescendo—occur-

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ring only twice a year. 

A year ago two more teeth were ex- 
tracted and a “facing” bridge from the 
second molar to the cuspid was made. 
It is virtually out of any occlusion and 
is for esthetics only. The year almost 
went by without a recurrence, but the 
pain again struck her two weeks ago 
just after going to bed at night, and 
this time it was excruciating. I have 
taken roentgenograms and find nothing. 
The remaining dentition of the mouth 
tests vital to thermal and electrical tests. 

I suggested a radical change of diet 
and possibly some vitamins and men- 
tioned to her physician that B complex 
and Bis have given relief in such cases. 
She fears the next attack and asked me 
to do all that I possibly could. She is a 
thin woman and smokes above modera- 
tion, drinks a great deal of coffee, but 
does not appear nervous. 

This condition may be a variation of 
tic douloureux but cannot be brought 
on at will as cases I have seen or read 
about, and its apparent infrequency is 
not directly pointed to tic douloureux. 
I am at a loss to give the patient any 
assistance. Can you give me any sug- 
gestions to help her?—F.J.S., Nebraska. 


A.—tThe case of the patient suf- 
fering from intermittent attacks of 
what is apparently trigeminal neu- 
ralgia is as interesting as it is un- 
usual. As you know, in the so- 
called cases of tic douloureux, 
there is usually a trigger point that 
starts the pain spasm. You do not 
refer to a trigger point in your 
case, and you imply there is none. 
However, there are the attacks of 
extreme and devastating type of 
pain of the trigeminal neuralgia 
type. And as vitamin B complex 
and vitamin By». in heavy intra- 
muscular doses have been in two 
of our cases, as well as in other 
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cases, effective in controlling tri- 
geminal neuralgic pain, we would 
advise you or the patient’s physi- 
cian to use that treatment. —

Q.—What is the best replacement for 
lower central incisors in a boy of 11? 
He lost the teeth as the result of a 
traumatizing blow.—H.G., New York. 


A.—A temporary bridge can 
and should be supplied in such a 
case by soldering central facings to 
well-fitted orthodontic hands on 
the laterals, to be worn until the 
pulps in the laterals have receded 
sufficiently so that pin inlay an- 
chorage may be safely prepared in 
the laterals to support a perma- 
nent bridge.—V. C. SMEDLEY. 


Denture Pressure 

(.—I have a patient, approximately 
70 years old, who is wearing her second 
full upper and lower acrylic dentures. 

She complains that the upper denture 
irritates her hard palate and that she 
feels a drawing sensation, so that the 
denture seems to fit too tightly, and she 
takes it out to relieve the pressure on 
the roof of her mouth. She had this 
same complaint, with a partial upper 
denture and her first full upper. 

I constructed new upper and lower 
dentures, paying particular attention to 
the opening of the bite and bite regis- 
tration, and gave her upper, extra deep 
relief over the anterior and posterior 
palatine foramen. Fit and function. of 
this new upper and lower are good, but 
she still has some complaints about the 
upper denture. 

I do not believe her discomfort is 
caused by undercuring of acrylic be- 
cause there is no irritation to labial or 
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buccal surfaces, and possibilty of four 
different upper dentures each being un- 
dercured is remote, while the three lew- 
ers give no evidence of free monamer. 

I rule out “allergy” because the lower 
dentures do not irritate the mucosa. 
What is your opinion?—F.P.W., Penn- 
sylvania. 

A.—In such a case I find it help- 
ful to add one-third petrolatum to 
disclosing wax; apply this to the 
area of the denture that seems to 
cause the sensation of pressure. 
Have the patient close with con- 
siderable pressure, chill with cold 
water, and remove. The denture 
base will be exposed in areas of 
excess pressures. Grind with a 
large round bur and repeat until 
pressure indication is equalized. In 
many dentures considerable of this 
type of adjustment is often indi- 
cated over the rugae area. If wax 
does not displace sufficiently with 
simple closure, have patient chew 
on small pieces of baseplate wax 
equally on both sides. All ground 
surfaces should be _ polished.— 
V. C. SMEDLEY. 


Molar Pivot 

Q.—I have a patient who complains 
of toothaches in the various quadrants 
of her mouth. I cannot locate her trou- 
ble, either by roentgenograms or vitality 
tests. Her teeth have cavities. She has 
no pyorrhea, but still she complains of 
these toothaches, especially when lying 
down or drinking hot liquids. 

She does not want to wear dentures, 
but I see no alternative, which makes 
her unhappy.—T.E.C., Oregon. 


A.—We have had a couple of 


cases similar to this. Have you 
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checked carefully for traumatic oc- 
clusion? 

Before resorting to extracting 
on another such case, | plan to try 
Doctor Victor Sears’ molar pivot 
idea for relief of tension. This pro- 
vides a small occlusal contact in 
the first molar region on each side, 
which permits the heads of the 
condyles to assume a position in 
the fossa free from nerve pressure 
or tension.—V. C. SMEDLEY. 


Mottled Enamel 


Q.—Two patients of mine born and 
raised in the north Texas area have 
mottled enamel due to fluorosis. Do you 
have any suggestions to improve the ap- 
pearance of the anterior teeth of these 
patients ?—H.M.U., California. 


A.—One writer! describes treat- 
ment for dental fluorosis (mottled 
enamel) with an 18 per cent aque- 
ous solution of hydrochloric acid. 
We have used this treatment with 
marked success. Our procedure is 
to put the teeth under rubber dam 
and simply rub the enamel with 
the edge of a wedge-shaped orange- 
wood stick saturated with the hy- 
drochloric acid. We have a dappen 
dish containing strong sodium bi- 
carbonate solution at hand and 
neutralize the acid-covered tooth 
once in a while with this. We feel 
that a thirty-minute treatment is 
long enough, and in some cases 
only one treatment is needed.— 
GeorcE R. WARNER.

KANSAS DENTAL ASSOCIATION FIGHTS SALE OF SWEETS 


THE Kansas Dental Association is attacking the sale of candy, soft drinks 
and other confections in Kansas schools. 

It has adopted unanimously a resolution that the sale of such items 
should be discouraged in schools. Doctor William R. Bellinger, Director 
of the Division of Dental Hygiene of the State Board of Health, said con- 
fections replace and reduce use of more complete and nutritive food. He 
said also that teeth should be brushed after eating to lessen the formation 
of caries-producing acids. 

There is no opportunity, according to Doctor Bellinger, to brush teeth 
after between-meal consumption of sugar drinks and confections. He 
pointed out that even the most careful brushing cannot remove all sugar 
from areas where caries is most frequently found.—Hutchinson (Kansas)
